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“I Once Met A Guy Named Bradley” 


It would have been two years this September 5th that I met Bradley Nowell for 
the first time. Sublime was espana ashe a “Labor Day Blast” concert at Harry Cs 
in Riverside, a show. I was reviewing/p oP Ogee Lng for Factor-X magazine.The 
fact that they experienced many technical difficulties didn’t prevent me from 
seeing the talent of this band. These musicians blended their punk music with a 
heavy reggae beat, a sound that was new to me. They were just getting started 
with a new tour for the upcoming album “40 oz. to Freedom.” It _was not a large 
show--by the end of their set pe pee 10-15 people remained. After the show 
Bradley treated me really well an was quite generous with his time. Two months 
later they were playing at the Palace just before Halloween. It was.a great | 
show--Eric was. dressed up as_a cannibal and Bud was wearing face paint. I did- 
n’t get a chance to talk to Bradley that night but it was a great show. 


By Beachfest ‘95, “Date Rape” was getting some play on KROQ and their tour 
of the album helped them land the headline spot on the punk stage. Bradley 
actually remembered me, and he gave me his address so I could send him a copy 
of my review and photos of the show. By. November of 1995, “Date Rape” was hot 
on KROQ, and I’d had the pleasure of seeing it on MTV--fuckin MTV! Hell, one 
time Henry Rollins and Jerry Lee Lewis introduced it on “120 Minutes!” About 
this time I talked to Bradley again after a San Bernadino show about how Sunes 
were going, and about getting on MTV, which he was stoked about. Again, Bradley 
was generous with his time and treated me with quite a bit of respect. 


.., When they came back next month, Bradley greeted me with a smile and an 
invitation to come backstage with him 
where we rapped for awhile. Also during 
the night, a girl came up to me and 
asked if I would like to submit my_pho- 
tos of Sublime to.a new free magazine 
called Skratch; it felt good to do. : 
something for the band. 


The next--and last--time I saw 
Bradley was at “Board Aid 3” on : 
Valentines Day. My editor, Scott, his 
buddy, Dan, and I got there just after 
Sublime came off their set. I felt bad 
ee the show, but I introduced them 
to Scott, who then interviewed them for 
Skratch. I was able to get some really 

ood band photos...even some with Louie 

og. _I made several enlargements from 
one of them and had planned to get the 
band to sign a couple for me, but I 
missed the next show because it was can- 
celled. A week or so later I found out 
I can never get them signed! Well.at 
least I’ve got the photos.
